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T  the  beginning  of  tlte  ne^v  school 
year  we  return  to  our  classroom 
and  administrative  duties  determined  to 
ascend  to  new  professional  heights.  It  is 
a  fitting  time  for  all  of  us  to  state  exactly 
what  we  propose  to  accomplish  this  year; 
also  our  method  of  procedure. 

Each  of  us  naturally  is  concerned,  first 
of  all,  with  his  own  professional  improve¬ 
ment  and  the  welfare  of  those  whose  edu¬ 
cation  is  his  immediate  responsibility.  We 
must  not  lose  sight,  however,  of  certain 
nation-wide  needs  of  commercial  educa¬ 
tion  that  must  be  satisfied  in  order  to 
make  possible  the  fruition  of  our  own  in¬ 
dividual  aims. 

We  point  with  pride  to  the  large  and 
constantly  growing  enrollment  in  business 
subjects.  We  proclaim  the  necessity  of  a 
minimum  business  education  for  every¬ 
body.  We  proudly  call  attention  to  the 
worth-whileness  of  our  respxjiisibility  in 
the  training  of  the  country's  future  busi¬ 
ness  leaders  and  their  army  of  assistants. 

There  is  no  gainsaying  that  we  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  great  profession  engaged  in  a 
work  of  tremendous  im|X)rtance  to  the 
future  of  every  citizen  of  this  country,  for, 
after  the  experience  of  the  past  few  years, 
even  the  most  ignorant  citizen  now 
knows  that,  as  business  goes,  so  goes  the 
country. 

Our  Major  Problems  Not  Local 

No  longer  can  we,  as  individuals,  look 
on  our  professional  problems  from  merely 
a  local  point  of  view.  The  solution  to  our 
major  problems  can  come  only  from  a 
state  and  national  consideration  by  those 
vested  with  sufficient  executive  authority 
to  bring  about  the  requisite  improvements. 


Among  the  present  needs  that  the  BEW 
considers  indispensable  to  the  welfare  of 
business  education,  adequate  supervision 
is  placed  first. 

Adequate  Supervision  a  Necessity 

Business  education  can  no  longer  dis¬ 
pense  with  adequate  city  and  state  and 
national  supervision.  A  vigorous  cam- 
piaign  must  be  launched  and  carried  on 
until  our  goal  is  achieved.  Supervision  of 
commercial  education  is  still  in  its  in¬ 
fancy  in  1937  and,  when  considered  in  re¬ 
lation  to  its  need,  is  woefully  inadequate. 

A  great  deal  of  the  responsibility  for  this 
condition  lies  at  our  own  door.  We  should 
have  available  at  least  ten  times  as  many 
spiecialists  in  the  administration  of  busi¬ 
ness  education  as  we  have. 

Wherever  there  has  arisen  in  our  ranks 
a  commercial  educator  possessing  the  qual¬ 
ifications  for  wise  administrative  leader¬ 
ship,  he  has  been  placed  upon  an  equal 
footing  with  other  educational  adminis¬ 
trators  and  has  been  given  an  enviable  ad¬ 
ministrative  freedom  in  carrying  out  the 
supervisory  responsibilities  assigned  to 
him.  Wherever  the  influence  of  this  group 
has  been  felt,  commercial  education  has 
benefited,  but  their  numbers  are  far  too 
few.  We  have  only  three  or  four  state 
directors  of  commercial  education,  and 
some  thirty  city  directors,  instead  of  the 
several  hundred  that  our  needs  demand. 

Too  many  commercial  educators  arc 
permitting  certain  local  problems  to  over¬ 
shadow  state  and  national  problems, 
which,  when  solved,  will  automatically 
solve  these  local  problems. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  and  most 
time-consuming  problems  that  is  being 
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ireaied  locally  is  curriculum  building.  Wc 
grant  that  a  curriculum  should  be  local¬ 
ized  to  a  certain  extent,  but  this  local 
adaptation  is  a  very  minor  and  relatively 
unimportant  contribution  to  the  curricu¬ 
lum.  The  core  content  and  instruction  of 
the  major  subjects  in  business  education 
are  not  affected  by  local  geography. 

National  Curriculum  Building 

Wc  can  think  of  no  greater  immediate 
benefit  to  commercial  education  than  the 
creation  of  a  national  committee  on  cur¬ 
riculum  building  in  our  field.  Curricu¬ 
lum  making  is  a  highly  specialized  under¬ 
taking  and  should  receive  the  full  time 
and  consideration  of  those  engaged  in  it. 
The  desired  results  can  never  be  obtained 
through  the  placing  of  this  responsibility 
in  the  hands  of  innumerable  teacher  com¬ 
mittees,  whose  personnel  is  made  up 
usually  of  the  most  progressive  teachers  in 
a  local  community,  already  overloaded 
with  a  heavy  teaching  and  administrative 
schedule  plus  extracurricular  responsibili¬ 
ties. 

Curriculum  building  is  not  a  fair  assign¬ 
ment  to  give  to  teachers  and  administrators 
as  an  after-school  responsibility,  or  even  as 
a  part-time  responsibility.  Our  hats  are 
off  to  those  who  have  accepted  this  re¬ 
sponsibility  in  the  past,  and  to  those  who 
are  entering  a  new’  year  with  this  responsi¬ 
bility  on  their  shoulders. 

Wc  arc  proud  of  the  courses  of  study 
that  mark  the  achievement  of  many  of 
these  committees,  but  the  cost  has  been  too 
heavy,  and  the  progress  too  slow,  and  the 
results  confined  to  too  narrow  an  area. 

Misdirected  Energy 

Let  us  do  away  with  this  vast  amount 
of  unnecessary  duplication  of  the  time  and 
effort  of  local  curriculum  committees  and 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  place  this  most 
important  activity  in  the  hands  of  full¬ 
time  state  and  national  committees  ade¬ 
quately  staffed  and  financed  to  do  the  job 


in  keeping  with  its  tremendous  im[X)r- 
tance. 

The  BEW  is  glad  to  throw  its  col¬ 
umns  open  this  year  to  a  frank  and  con¬ 
structive  discussion  of  this  major  need  of  ! 
business  education,  but,  more  important 
still,  ideas  and  discussions  must  be  con¬ 
verted  into  action. 

Let  us  pledge  ourselves  that  the  school 
year  of  1937-1938  will  mark  the  greatest 
national  growth  thus  far  made  in  the 
administration  of  commercial  education. 

Our  teacher-training  departments  and 
our  teacher  associations,  by  means  of  their 
convention  programs,  their  intelligently 
planned  yearbooks,  and  their  concerted 
action,  through  the  National  Council  of 
Business  Education,  can  be  counted  on  to 
continue  the  excellent  progress  they  are 
making  in  the  solution  of  our  problems. 
Participation  in  our  efforts  for  national 
advancement  is  not  confined,  however,  to 
any  one  association  or  to  group  activity. 

National  Campaign  Launched 

Each  of  us  has  his  own  valuable  con¬ 
tribution  to  offer.  BEW’s  contribution 
this  year  is  based  upon  a  carefully  worked 
out  plan  which  was  announced  in  the  May 
issue,  and  which  takes  concrete  form  in 
this  month’s  lead  article  by  Dr.  Harl 
CX^uglass,  of  the  University  of  Minnesota. 

Throughout  the  school  year.  Dr.  Doug¬ 
lass  will  edit  our  new  department  devoted 
to  the  organization  and  administration  of 
commercial  education.  The  National 
Council  of  Business  Education  is  collabo¬ 
rating  with  us  in  the  conduct  of  this  de¬ 
partment.  We  have  also  been  assured  the 
whole-hearted  cooperation  of  many  of  this 
country’s  leading  schtx)l  superintendents 
and  principals. 

A  national  campaign  has  been  launched 
and  will  be  carried  on  vigorously  and  in¬ 
telligently.  Let  us  all  put  our  shoulders 
to  the  wheel  and  give  to  commercial  edu¬ 
cation  those  requisites  she  needs  to  accom¬ 
plish  her  worthy  aims.
